"It all started in a ward 
council meeting in August 
last year," said a beaming 
Bishop Scott Johnson. 
The ward council of the 
Shadow Mountain Ward 
desired to support the 
Stake Presidency's em- 
phasis on the temple. The 
council set a goal to use 
the New Family Search 
program to find, submit, 
and do temple ordinances 
for a virtual new ward in 
the spirit world. About 
180 people attend sacra- 
ment meetings, which 
meant the goal was 180 
endowments by December 
31, 2009! 

With the support of pro- 
ject leaders Jeannette 
Fish, Robin Vice, and 



Matt Del Bianco, the 
ward came together. It 
took a few weeks before 
the ball was rolling, but 
by mid-October people 
had gotten the spirit of 
the work. Many were us- 
ing the New Family 
Search with remarkable 
success. One family found 
89 names. Another found 
200 (and still counting). 
Soon many names were 
identified and prepared 
for temple ordinances. 

Then, they moved into 
the next phase. The 
names were given to the 
many ward temple pa- 
trons. Temple trips were 
increased including a Pri- 
mary activity and YM/ 
YW baptisms. Some 



weeks, patrons could 
choose from four planned 
temple excursions. Spiri- 
tual insights were re- 
ceived. Feelings of con- 
nection with loved ones 
were established or en- 
hanced. New recommends 
were issued, old ones re- 
newed. The spirit of 
Elijah rested on the 
Shadow Mountain Ward. 
By year end, the ward 
had performed ordinances 
(through endowments) for 
188 souls, replicating it- 
self in the spirit world. A 
joyous Christmas gift was 
given to each other and to 
many whose eternal pro- 
gression is now available. 
The 2010 goal is 360 en- 
dowments... two more 
heavenly wards.

The Paradise Valley 
Stake was blessed to hear 
from Mesa Temple Presi- 
dent Daryl Garn and 
Matron Irene Garn at a 
special temple fireside on 
February 14, 2010 at the 
stake center, entitled 
Stand Ye in Holy Places.

Council, I was assured 
that this was the Lord's 
will. Just four days prior 
to last stake conference I 
was still uneasy, not 
knowing how to best pre- 
sent the message of re- 
turning to the temple. 
Late in the afternoon as I 
worked on preparing my 
thoughts and was strug- 
gling to further under- 
stand the Lord's will, I 
plead for help from 
above.
